CURRENCY BILL 


Pending Measure Galled Inva- 


sion of Liberty. 


REPORT HARD ON MEASURE 


Severs Criticism of Administration's 


Bill U Expressed, and the Aldrieh 
Monetary Plan Is Favored by 5,000 
Delegates From All Section* of t^ie 
Country—Reynolds' Address. 


Bofcton, Oct 9.—The presentation of 


the report of the currency commission 
opposing the currency bill now pend 
ing in the senate absorbed the atteu 
tion of the delegates at the first regn 
lar session of the thirty-ninth annual 
convention of the Arneric an Bankers' 
association. The report was read bj 
the chairman of the commission, A 
Barton 
Hepburn, 
chairman of 
the 


Chase National bank of New York. It 
was followed by a discussion of the 
currency bill, led by members of the 
commission. 


Arthur Reynolds of Des Moines, la., 


first vice president of the association, 
presided. Addresses of welcome were 
made by Thomas P. Beal, president of 
the Boston clearing house, and Mayor 
Fitzgeraid. Mr. Reynolds then deliv- 
ered an address in the course of which 
he attacked the currency bill as "an 
invasion of th^ liberty of the citizen 
in the control of his own property." 


A brief memorial service, at which 


tribute was paid to the memory of 
Charles H. Huttig, who died soon aft- 
er his election as president of the asso- 
ciation last year, was followed by the 
reading of the annual reports of offi- 
cers and committees. Section reports 
and the report of the committee on 
constitutional revision were to occupy 
the remainder of the day. 


Reynolds' Address. 


Mr. Reynolds In his address 88 pre- 


siding officer discussed the currency 
bill at length. He said in part: 


The admitted Inadequacy of the present 
national banking act to meet the emer- 
gencies of business has been the subject 
of much labor on the part of this asso- 
ciation, through Us various committees, 
to secure from the congress of the United 
ataten a change In the law along lines of 
sound principles of finance as exemplified 
by the experience of the world It would 
eeem that there ought not to he great dif- 
ficulty in appblng tin-fee principles, which 
other commercial nations ha\e found e'e- 
mentary pnd micen-mi \ to permanent suc- 
cess, to our pie"-crit bunking s\«tem and 
to adapting them to our geographical an<i 
commercial conditions

A teaspoonful to a pint of water is not 
too strong for the most uses, but for 
infanta and very young children it 
may be made weaker.

REPORT HARD ON MEASURE 


Severs Criticism of Administration's 


Bill U Expressed, and the Aldrieh 
Monetary Plan Is Favored by 5,000 
Delegates From All Section* of t^ie 
Country—Reynolds' Address. 


Bofcton, Oct 9.—The presentation of 


the report of the currency commission 
opposing the currency bill now pend 
ing in the senate absorbed the atteu 
tion of the delegates at the first regn 
lar session of the thirty-ninth annual 
convention of the Arneric an Bankers' 
association. The report was read bj 
the chairman of the commission, A 
Barton 
Hepburn, 
chairman of 
the 


Chase National bank of New York. It 
was followed by a discussion of the 
currency bill, led by members of the 
commission. 


Arthur Reynolds of Des Moines, la., 


first vice president of the association, 
presided. Addresses of welcome were 
made by Thomas P. Beal, president of 
the Boston clearing house, and Mayor 
Fitzgeraid. Mr. Reynolds then deliv- 
ered an address in the course of which 
he attacked the currency bill as "an 
invasion of th^ liberty of the citizen 
in the control of his own property." 


A brief memorial service, at which 


tribute was paid to the memory of 
Charles H. Huttig, who died soon aft- 
er his election as president of the asso- 
ciation last year, was followed by the 
reading of the annual reports of offi- 
cers and committees. Section reports 
and the report of the committee on 
constitutional revision were to occupy 
the remainder of the day. 


Reynolds' Address. 


Mr. Reynolds In his address 88 pre- 


siding officer discussed the currency 
bill at length. He said in part:
